SHIP WRECKED; SIX DEAD 


Steamer Alexander Nimick Stranded on 


South Shore of Lake Superior—Captain 


Randall Among Drowned. 
_ 


GRAND MARAIS, Mich., Sept. 23.— 


Captain Randall and live sailors of the 
steamer Alexander Nimick 
lost their 


s Saturday night when their 
ship 


stranded on the south shore of Lake Su- 
perior and went to pieces in the heavy 
northwest gale. 
The remaining eleven 


men of the crew succeeded ' in 
making 


their way safely through the surf to the 
shore. 


The Nimick, heavily laden with coal, 


was lighting her way up the lake 
through the storm when the steering gear 
became disabled. 
Rendered 
unmanage- 


able, the big ship was forced steadily to- 
ward the land, finally striking at a point 
thirteen miles west of .Whitcfish Point 
The lifeboats were at once lowered, but 
the one containing Captain Randall anc 
the five men was swamped in the heavj 
seas. The place where the vessel struck 
is surrounded by an almost uninhabitec 
wilderness and the rescued men had to go 
far to seek shelter. 


The lost steamer was a wooden ship 


of 1,968 tons, built in West Bay City in 
1890. It was owned by the 
Gilchrist 


Transportation company 
of . Cleveland 


and was valued at about $50,000. Both 
vessel and cargo of 3,000 tons of coa 
will be a total loss. 


The storm which overcame the Nim 


ick was the first of the regular fall gales 
For several days past the smaller vessels 
trading on Lake Superior have been seek- 
ing shelter at convenient 
points,

An alleged fraud is said to have been 


worked on a number of Racine and Ken-

county authorities have received notice 
of the operations of a Milwaukee man 
who gave his name as Ryan. At the 
present time there is only suspicion re- 
garding the transactions of the man who 
was organizing a stock company which 
would make purchases of all sorts of ne- 
cessities used on the farms and in the 
farmer's household. By paying $2 as a 
membership fee the farmers secured a 
gold-sealed stock certificate and that is 
all they have seen- for their money so 
far. 


The amount to be invesetcd by each 


farmer was very small and the benefits 
so large that many of the farmers took 
un active interest in the scheme. While 
several Racine county farmers are mem- 
bers of the new company the agent had 
the best success in Kenosha county 
where farmers in the towns of Paris and 
Wheatland invested heavily in the scal- 
ed stock certificates. Many of the in- 
vestors are of the opinion that 
the 


scheme is legitimate and that Mr. Ryan 
will return and complete the organiza- 
tion of the purchasing agency, but there 
are others who have formed the opinion 
that they have seen the last of the man.

How to Kill Canada Thistle. 


PULLMAN, 
Wash.—The 
experiment 


station received a letter from .1. -•'.. B. 
of Everett asking how to exterminate 
the Canadian thistle. Prof. W. S. Thorn- 
ber. horticulturist, replied as follows: 


•The Canadian thistle is a hard plant 


to fight, but by judicious cutting and 
cultivation you can eradicate it. 
The 


plant must be kept from 
forming 
a 


growth above the surface of the ground 
for tit leaft one year in order that your 
efforts for its extermination inny be suc- 
cessful. 


"The plant spreads 
by underground 


stems, or roots, which are thrown up nt 
distances of from three to six feet from 
the p:\rent plant, so merely destroying 
the mother plant will will not kill the 
weed. A good, careful cutting during the 
month of June, followed by other cut- 
tings in the latter part of July and on 
through August will check the 
thistle 


materially, and may destroy it entirely. 
It is generally quite difficult to eradicate 
the plant in pastures anil fence cornei-s, 
since a small residue will lie left unde- 
strovcd, which will grow during the fol- 
lowing year. There is no spray that will 
kill it. 


"Sometimes it is helpful to cut the 


thistle off about three inches below the 
surface of the ground, and apply salt to 
the cut surface, which causes the root 
to rot by drying out. Jn cultivated fielrls 
it is usually advisable to rake out the 
underground stems and :illo\v them to 
dry thoroughly before plowing, again,1'

The point is, however, that 
It is easy for a man-o'-warsman whether 
he bolongs aft or for'aril, to be killed or 
maimed. 
The man who servos in any 


capacity or rating on a ship of war must 
kwip both eyes peeled for trouble from 
turn-to in the 
morning till pipe down 


at night. There is no looking out for 
and guarding against some of the acci- 
dent". 
Something new in the way of 


man-o'-war casualty is breaking all the 
time. 
The 
seasoned 
man-o'-warsman 


can sidestep the usual pitfnll.i that lie 
knows about, but he can't, of course, 
gird himself against tho unusual dendly 
happenings on shipboard. 


Machinist is Scprched. 


'•' "For example, one of the ships of our 
fleet a machinist was cleauing .tome ma- 
chinery with turpentine. 
It was bilge 


cleaning day in the engine room, too, 
and tho bilges were open. The dynamo 
wasn't running, and so it was dark in 
that corner of the engine room. The ma- 
chinist struck a match, burned his fing- 
ers so that he jumped, and in jumping 
he kicked, over the five gallon can of tur- 
pentine alongside of him. The turpen- 
tine glufiged into tho open bilge and the 
match that the machinist tossed down, 
holding on to its flame, flew smack on 
the turpentine in the bilge, setting ft in 
a blaze.

The Chicago Packer under 
date of 


Sept. 11 contains the following corres- 
pondence anent the cabbage crop in Ra- 
cine and Kenofiha counties, written by a 
staff correspondent: 


"A few years ago what was known as 


the Racine cabbage belt was confined 
to a narrow stretch of land along the 
lake shore between Racine and Kenosha 
but which was gradually worked west- 
ward for a distance of twenty miles and 
the heaviest shipping is now done from 
inland points along the C. M. & St. P. 
railway. It is generally conceded that 
the land in the old section along the 
lake Bhore must have a rest as it is un- 
derstood that some fields 
have 
been 


planted successively for seven or eight 
years which has left the soil in a de- 
pleted condition and in some instances 
the yield per acre will not exceed three 
tons. However, new land has been put 
into bearing in this section and there are 
some excellent fields, but on the whole 
the acreage has increased. 


"Further inland where the ground is 


fresh and strong a heavy crop was pro- 
duced last year, but all in all prices 
were not entirely satisfactory to 
the 


growers. 
The car shortage prohibited 


regular shipping and growers who had 
hauls of four or five miles were heavily 
handicapped and it has discouraged them 
temporarily, at least from 
increasing 


their acreage or even maintaining the 
same as last year. 


'•The packer man made a thorough 


canvas of this section and from many 
sources understands that the decrease 
in acreage holds true throughout the en- 
tire section and as a consequence 
al- 


though the yield per acre is about the 
same, the crop will run somewhat short- 
er than last year. The 
late 
spring 


weather practically killed a good deal 
of the early planting and the domestic 
crop will fall short of the 1906 crop. 
Holland cabbage is from three weeks to 
one month late and no heavy shipping is 
expected until after the first of Octo- 
ber. 
It looks as though the fields will 


mature at one time and cause a rush 
on the market almost unparalleled in 
the history of this section. 


Look for Big Prices. 


"Most 
of the growers 
interviewed 


have bullish ideas on prices and bumper 
crop reports from other sections through- 
out the country have h«d little influ- 
ence on ideas about prices here. 
The 


few cars that have been shipped from 
the various points in this section have 
been bought from the growers at vary- 
ing prices as the quantity marketed has 
not amounted to enough to make a fix- 
ed market. As a matter of course, when 
the receipts increase the market is ex- 
pected to fall off a bit, but on a whole 
the idea is held by both 
buyers 
and 


growers alike that cabbage prices in th« 
larger markets will be higher on account 
of the shortage of almost every other 
farm and 
orchard 
grown 
commodity 


throughout the country and the slight 
shortage in the cabbage crop 
in 
the 


leading western section. 


"Another thing that has handicapped 


the grower considerably in raising this 
year's crop has been the 
shortage of 


plants. Plants that were set out early 
in the spring were nipped by late frosts 
and a wild scramble ensued lor plants, 
which soon 
exhausted 
the 
supply 


throughout this section and outside aid 
was solicited, which in a good many -in- 
stances was unsuccessful, as it was late 
and what plants were brought up in this 
manner were not of the best and quite 
a few growers sustained a loss as a con- 
sequence. 


Car Shortage Dreaded. 


"The issue now before buyers 
and 


shippers and which is causing perhaps 
many a sleepless night is the impending 
car shortage, which, from reports' that 
have been received, promises to 
equal 


that of last year. Orders put in as long 
as two or three weeks ago with the rail- 
road companies have not yet been tilled 
and buyers are backward about making 
a market and buying stock as there are 
only a few cars in sight at present. The 
cnr shortage of last year cut, down the 
ncrcage of this crop and if conditions do 
not improve in this 
respect 
a 
still 


smaller acreage is predicted for next 
season. It is known that at one time 
last year 128 wagon loads of cabbage 
wtre drawn up at a siding at Union 
Grove with not a car in sight. 
Some 


loads, on account of the great distances 
they were hauled, were left for a week 
or two before unloading. 
But if the 


weather between now and cutting time 
will behave 
itself and 
sprinkle 
the 


moisture copiously when needed and the 
temperature 
maintains a. comfortable 


height above the freezing point there 
will be no gnashing of teeth or nights 
spent figuring up losses ns the weather 
now stands alone ns the biggest factor 
in'the growing end of the deal and if 
that is overcome the only obstacle to 
nettle the buyers will be the car short- 
age. Icing is also somewhat of a fnctor 
but it is understood that the supply of 
this commodity will meet the demand, I 
££ aftmo Q£ rh 


ough to fill their ice houses last winter 
aa soon as the ice was obtainable. 


Buyers on the Alert. 


"Buyers arc now arriving und making 


themselves known, renewing 
old 
ac- 


quaintances; sizing up conditions; -and 
.tickling the >ailroad companies to ..keep 
a soft place in their hearts for the cab-r 
bage fraternity. 
Along the lake shore 


the principal buyers will be the largo 
growers such as A. L. Curtis & Son, 
Win. Braid, Piper Bros., Hansche Bros., 
the Kenosha Produce Co., W. F. Gunth- 
er & Co., K. X. Walsh and a few others. 
At Pleasant Prairie the largest growers 
and shippers are Sam. Fredson, W. B. 
Cole and Wm, Maloney. 
Mr, Fredson 


expects to buy a good deal in his vicini- 
ty as it is figured there is an available 
supply of about 60 cars in thia compar- 
atively new year. But ten cars were 
shipped last year. C. J. Barrows will 
.be the heaviest shipper at Genoa Junc- 
tion, about thirty miles west of Kcno- 
sha on the Northwestern railroad. 


''Frank Shutte, the old war horse in 


the- cabbage business, will make his pres- 
ence felt along the lake shore in the in- 
terest of S. S. & M. Van Deuracn of 
Chicago. 


"At Corliss, buyers from other points 


will be prominent factors but the P. M. 
Anderson Co. which recently 
changed 


headquarters from Somers to this point 
is slated to do the 
heaviest 
shipping 


from the section surrounding this point, 
and to also maintain its prestige at 
Somers. 
'Pete' has branched out into

THK CHILD'S COXflBliStf. 


This month a highly important intcr- 


aational congress will convene in the city 
of Brussels, Belgium, which may 
well 


rank in interest for the nations, as does 
the conferences at The Hague. The con- 
gress referred to using the English name, 
has for Its object tho Life of Children, 
or rather the protection of child life. The 
first congress of this nature was held in 
Paris, France, in 1005, and evoked ex- 
pressions of interest throughout the gov- 
ernments of the world. 
For some rea- 


son there was not much publicity given 
to the sessions and as a consequence, peo- 
ple generally have had no proper concep- 
tion of the world's interest in the child 
welfare. 
, 


The subject of child life has different 


phases nnd this Brussels congress 
will 


take up the subject in two sessions, one 
of which will deal with ihe social and 
philanthropic and the other 
with 
the 


problems 
relating to infant 
hygiene. 


While apparently the discussion will be 
upon the young lives, the phase of the la- 
bor of the child cannot but assume prom- 
inence in the minds of those in attend- 
ance. Attending the subject of this pro- 
tection of child life comes in various fac- 
tors, hygiene, sanitation, proper cloth- 
ing in infancy, early to school or not 
early, educational methods and present 
day processes as they affect the health 
of the tender youth of both sexes. 


The question of child's work must as 


said, be a prominent factor. 
It is fully 


proven that in some localities in our own 
country children of tender years are at 
work in the great textile factories, and 
this labor is no office work, errand boys 
and girls, cash boys and girls in the 
stores, or in any manner resembling 
lighter forms of employment, that do 
not affect t!ic health, but hard, grinding 
labor, slave labor with the young forms 
banding like (Id time slaves to their luird 
tasks and obeying the 
oft 
unpitying 


task-masters, and long, weary hours. No 
eight hours, even for childhood, and in 
many mills twelve long, hard grinding 
hours, and even longer in some countries. 
If they escape with ten in our own they 
are fortunate. 
It is the hard inbor in 


mill, in factory arid in mine that arouses 
the pity of the people. It is the thou- 
sands of poor, emancipated, weazen fac- 
ed, premature aged 
children

In order to stop 
the gossip, Michael Higgins, president of 
the company, said today: "The night 
previous to the accident word was receiv- 
ed that the regular watchman .was ill 
and could,, not be on duty. It was the 
duty of this man to fire up in the morn- 
ing. A green watchman was hired for 
the night.
